C ONTRACT p e r m i t i n c r e a s e 


New Provisions Allow 30 Percent 
Raise in Hog Numbers 


The provisions in the new corn 
hog contract are designed to per­ 
mit a 30 per cent increase in hog 
production in 1936 over that 
cf 
1935, it is pointed out by New 
Madrid 
County 
Agent 
Leslie 
Broom. Such a production would 
be about 20 per cent less than 
the average annual production in 
1932 and 1933. 
It is desirable from the stand­ 
point of both producers and con­ 
sumers to bring about this 30 per 
cent increase in hog production 
in 1936. The limiting factor in re­ 
lieving the pork shortage during 
the past year has been the time 
that it takes to increase breeding 
stock and bring the off-spring to 
market weights after a failure of 
food crops and a drought—enforc­ 
ed liquidation of breeding stock. 
It would be detrimental to both 
producers and consumers, 
how­ 
ever, if hog numbers expanded 
excessively. And so the contract 
has been devised to permit ex­ 
pansion in 1936 and to safeguard 
against excessive production the 
following year. 
In order that the farmer par­ 
ticipating in the program may r e- 
ceive the maximum hog adjust­ 
ment payment in 1936. it will be 
necessary that he 
produce 
be­ 
tween 50 and 100 per cent of his 
hog production base. These re­ 
quirements are for the purpose of 
bringing about an adjustment ,n 
hog production that will afford 
consumer protection and 
enable 
producers to receive 
a 
greater 
gross income than they would if 
hog production were limited to 
the low level brought about by 
the drought. Although hog pro­ 
duction should be 
substantially 
larger than that of 1935 
if 
the 
best interests of both producers 
and consumers are to be served, 
it would be detrimental to both 
groups if—in view of the present 
export possibilities — production 
were permitted to return to the 
excessive levels of 1932 and 1933. 
Maximum and minimum limits 
on com and hog 
production 
in 
1936 have been set to encourage a 
return to balance in the regional 
distribution of corn and hog pro­ 
duction. 
The drought in 1934 and exces­ 
sive rainfall in 1935 reduced com 
supplies and breeding 
stock 
in 
certain regions to such low levels 
that normal production in those 
regions cannot 
be 
resumed 
in
